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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/09/2008 has been entered. Claims 1, 2, 6-13, 
15-40 and 45-50 are currently pending in the application. An action follows below: 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 
Group A: Claims 1, 2, 6-13, 15-26, 45-50 drawn to a mobile device, classified in 

class 345, subclass 169. 
Group B: Claims 27-40, drawn to a housing assembly, classified in class 361, 
subclass 681. 

3. The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions of groups A and B are related as combination and subcombination, 

respectively. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations 
(MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination (Group A) as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination (Group B) as claimed, e.g., "a first region of the opening of 
the first housing segment" in lines 7-8 of claim 27, ""wherein the housing assembly is structured 
to fully expose a reduced section that has a reduced peripheral thickness" in lines 14-15 of claim 
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27, "a top housing having the reduced section provided towards a bottom of the top housing" in 
lines 2-3 of claim 29 and many other features recited in claims 27-40. The subcombination 
(Group B) does not require a display assembly comprising a digitizer pad and a screen in the first 
section of the display assembly and a digitizer without screen in the second section of the display 
assembly (see at least claims 1-2) and has separate features as described above. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Election of Species 

6. Note that this application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention. 

If the Applicants elect Group A, Applicants are further required to elect one of the 
following species: 

Species I A, as illustrated in figure 13; 
Species IIA, as illustrated in figures 8 and 14-16; and 
Species IIIA, no figure, including claims 19-26 and 45-50. 
If the Applicants elect Group B, Applicants are further required to elect one of the 
following species: 

Species IB, as illustrated in figure 13 and 
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Species IIB, as illustrated in figures 8 and 14-16. 

The species are independent or distinct because the mobile devices of these species are 
structured differently so that these species include their own distinct features, e.g., species IA 
including at least feature, "the first rail (117) being positioned on a lateral side of the first 
segment" (see Fig. 13), which is presently recited in at least claim 8 and is not included in other 
species; species IIA including at least features, a midframe (145) and the second rails (159) 
formed onto a second surface of the midframe (see Fig. 8 or 14), which are presently recited in at 
least claims 10 and 15, which are not included in other species; species III A including at least 
features, "wherein an overall width of the mobile device is ... from the extended position", which 
are presently recited in claims 19-26 and 45-50, which are not included in other species. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic claim to all indicated species. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
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allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. See MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
